Is overpowered 
with the misery and bestiality of the people around him (at Milan). 
Takes great pleasure in Venice. ‘‘ You know Rosie’s name for me was 
St. C.” Count Borromeo visits him. About his purchasing a “bit of 
mountain” and hopes to begin operations to “harness the rivers” 
shortly. His great plan—a point of which is the recovery of true 
Kinghood and Noblesse, “it is the one hope we have of resistance in any 
secure formalism to the dissolution of Americanism.’’ ‘The people ot 
Verona are in “perpetual anger.” Miss Ingelow will get a photo of 
Longfellow and his daughter. His appointment as Professor of Art at 
Oxford—the First ever appointed. Cima de Conegliano always put 
strawberries in the grass near his saints.

He records a grand 
review by Lincoln and “ Fighting Joe” Hooker in 1863, a 
wedding in camp, the execution of five deserters, a meeting with 
a “charming Lieutenant,” a lady who had held that rank for 
part of the war; and many other singular incidents, besides 
charges, forced marches, skirmishes, starvation diet, suspicions 
of treachery and all the other normal miseries of warfare. 
Perhaps his most remarkable experience was a visit to the 
house which had been Lee’s headquarters for the last few 
months of the war, the owner of which gave him a graphic 
account of how Lee learnt the news of the final break-through 
and of the subsequent events. Like many northerners, the

author was prejudiced against Lee, both as man and commander, 
but he was no enemy to southerners in general, and he shows 
a chivalrous and kindly feeling towards them. For Lincoln— 
or Uncle Abe, as the soldiers called him—he had a genuine 
admiration and affection, though he had little of either for any 
of the northern generals except Grant.

His drawing “isn’t ‘Turner— 
and it isn’t Correggio—it isn’t even Prout—but it isn’t bad.” 

Has been “reading Dean Swift's Life and Gulliver’s Travels again— 
putting the delight in dirt, which is a mere disease, aside, Swift is very 
like me, in most things: in opinions exactly the same.” Is overpowered 
with the misery and bestiality of the people around him (at Milan). 
Takes great pleasure in Venice. “You know Rosie’s name for me was 
St, C.’ Count Borromeo visits him. About his purchasing a “bit of 
mountain” and hopes to begin operations to “harness the rivers” 
shortly. His great plan—a point of which is the recovery of true 
Kinghood and Noblesse, “it is the one hope we have of résistance in any 
secure formalism to the dissolution of Americanism.” ‘The people ot 
Verona are in “perpetual anger.” Miss Ingelow will get a photo of 
Longfellow and his daughter. His appointment as Professor of Art at 
Oxford—the First ever appointed. Cima de Conegliano always put 
strawberries in the grass near his saints. Tintoret is “too awful... 
not one person in a thousand can reach up to him, and he is useless to the 
world from his greatness.” ‘Raphael is too depreciatory—I intensely 
dislike him now.” 

Must go to Venice to finish his lectures properly. Wretched Switzer- 
land where “ Americans and Germans fill the inns with tobacco . 
It’s too late for poor littlé Rosie (La Touche) to take me now. I’m a 
confirmed old bachelor.” Also many teferences to his own works and 
to contemporary writers.

author was prejudiced against Lee, both as man and commander, 
but he was no enemy to southerners in general, and he shows 
a chivalrous and kindly feeling towards them. For Lincoln— . 
or Uncle Abe, as the soldiers called him—he had a genuine 
admiration and affection, though he had little of either for any 
of the northern generals except Grant. 


Towards the end of the volume he sums up his experiences 
in the following bitter comment :
